Cork Toys. 

A doll's ho tine ciiu be completely fur¬ 
nished with cork furniture for the 
girls, and till the toy animals a boy 
eouhl wish for can be made for the 
hoys. All the materials needed to make 
these toys are some corks, yarn, pins, 
toothpicks. iNtstehoard and a sharp 
knife and matches. To make a chair 
take a cork and stick live pins around 
the edge, pretty close together. Now 
fasten the yarn on the tirst pin, then 
weave in and out, hack and forth, until 
von cover the pins to the top. Fasten 
the yarn and yon have made the hack 
of your chair. To make the legs stick 
four pins at equal distances from one 
another, in the other eml of the cork. 
Begin winding the yarn at the top of 
the pins, and wind round anil round, 
urn* pin at a time, till you reach the 
head of the pin. then over and over 
hack again, then cross over to the 
next pin and do the same till all are 
. covered and your chair is made. A 
sofa can he made in about the same 
way by using a larger cork for the 
seat. You etui make tables by using 
large fat corks, and putting pins in for 
legs. Now for the boys: First make 
a horse, because that is what the boys 
like best. Take four matches for the 
legs, .and sharpen them so that they 
will go Into the eork. Then cut the 
head out of pasteboard and a dot of ink 
will do for eyes. Make the hair with 
pen and ink. then eut a slit in one eml 
of the cork and stick this in. Make a 
tail out of some worsted anil cut a hole 
•In the hack of the eork, placing this In 
it. You can make a bird by using a 
eork for the body, matches for the neck 
anil legs, anil split a eork in two for a 
standard. Cut the head out of paste¬ 
board and stick chicken feathers in it 
and in the body.

j Investigation has shown that such is 
the theory of even the drivers who let 
their horses wear the blinders and of 
tbe harness-makers who manufacture 
them. The only reason either class al¬ 
leges for their use is that the horses 
have been trained to wear them, and 
to remove them would be apt to render 
unmanageable horses unaccustomed to 
an extended range of vision. 

It is believed that It Is Illogical to 
hamper a driven horse with an obsta- 
j ele that deprives it of three-fourths of 
! Us sight, as it would be to enforce the 
same deprivation upon a saddle horse, 
a hunter, or a thoroughbred runner; 
that the blinder is used merely because 
It has become a part of the harness, and 
that it is admittedly useless, not even 
an ornament, and a constant menace 
to life.

Again, at the same 
battle, tlie Gardes du Corps bad not 
much short of 500 saddles emptied by 
a single volley, while the French 
Guards wore scattered by a point-blank 
volley from a British regiment at twen¬ 
ty paces that brought down 450 men. 
Here we have at Krugersdorp thou¬ 
sands of Boers iu cover shooting for 
hours on two days at 000 Englishmen 
In the open, and killing very few com¬ 
pared to the hundreds who dropped at 
one volley from the Coldstreams at 
Fontenoy. 

The fact is that modern fighting 
tends more and more to become a game 
of long howls. Tills was the cause of 
the small execution done at Krugers¬ 
dorp. On the other hand, our fore¬ 
fathers at Fontenoy and elsewhere 
held their fire till they were* within 
twenty or thirty paces, and the officers 
passed their canes along the musket 
barrels to make sure they were not 
aimed too high before the volley was 
delivered. Moreover, the men were 
formed Its solid column or square, anil 
every shot told.
